trades unionists Mr M E, J. Kelley 
•urns op ;n The North American fin- 
view tbe beneficent effect of labor 
ftrikes. According to him, they are a 
great moral engine, shoving on tbe mil- 
lennium From the striking workman's 
pojit of view be declares all strikes are 
beneficial to tbe •working people whether 
they succeed or fail. Tney set people to 
thinking, and when tbat u accomplish 
ed the victory is already won. Labor 
leaders are firm in the conviction that 
"all the improvements which have been 
brought about in labor's condition, all 
tbe factoiy laws and boards of arbitra- 
tion «nd conciliation, bureaus of statis 
tics, are inuireotly dne to strikes." A 
strike may be for the particular men 
who originate it a miserable failure, yet 
at the same time a great success for the 
working people as a whole Mr Kelley 
mentions a number of strikes, success 
fnl and otherwise, in illustration of his 
arguments.

Nor do the latter, for obvious rea- 
sons, often pay him a visit. 


I landed at Oumwaidjik, a village 


of about SCO soul':, early in Septem- 
ber, but tlie snowy landscape and 
intense cold ti ere more suggestive 
of midwinter than early autumn. A 
crowd of natives on the beach «eiyed 
my things, placed them on a dog 
sled and led me to a hut set apart 
for nitf use. The Tchuktchi dwelling 
is of walms hide stretched tightly 
over a whale rib framework 
The 


perpetual darkness inside is dimly 
lit by a saucer of peal oil, which 
diffuses a disgusting odor and servos 
as lump and cooking stove. I then 
dwiiissed a meal of cooked seal 
meat, with a few morsels of raw 
whale ilii=.]i—not unpalatable—as a 
hors d'oeuvre, closely watched tho 
while by a score of natives who 
crowded the tiny tent to suffoca- 
tion. The Tchuktchis arc noted 
throughout Siberia as being the 
filthse-t rare in creation, and I can 
honestly indoise the Statement, 1 
cannot describe even tho least re- 
pulsive phases of their daily lite 
They are, however, of finer phy 
sique than the Alaskan Eskimo, 
while their women are in some 
cases distinctly prepossessing. All 
are clad throughout tlie year in 
reindeer skin-!, the women being 
distinguished by a kin.l of bloomer 
costume trimmed with wolverene. 
Strings of gaudy beads adorn both 
sexes. 


My presence at Srst aroused su=- 


picion, but by joining the men in 
walrus hunting expeditions, visit- 
ing the women in their huts and 
teaming a smattering of the lan- 
guage I have gradually gained in- 
formation concerning the region 
and custome of this strange tribe 
hitherto unknown ffcn to the Rus- 
sians.—Pall
